Police ‘could have done 
more’ says grieving father

THE father of a 25-year-old man 
who was found dead in a river in 
Bedford has said he believes the 
police could have done more when 
he first reported his son missing. 

Victim Felix Yorke of Butterworth 
Path, Luton, disappeared after leav¬ 
ing work on Friday, November 30 . 

His body was discovered in the 
Great River Ouse in Bedford a month 
later on New Year’s Day. 

Earlier this week, an inquest into 
Felix Yorke’s death recorded an open 
verdict, as there was not enough evi¬ 
dence to explain how he came to be 


in Bedford and the river. 

Following the inquest, Felix’s 
father Thomas Yorke has revealed he 
has been left ‘deeply unsatisfied’ 
with the police investigation into his 
son’s disappearance. 

He said: “I don’t think we were 
taken seriously enough in the begin¬ 
ning. Yes, Felix was a fit 25-year-old 
man, but not to hear from him once 
over 24 hours was out of character. 

“They should have listened to our 
worries and trusted our instincts.” 

At the inquest it was revealed that a 
splash was heard in the river on the 
night Felix was last seen. 

Mr Yorke said: “We were told that 
police with hand torches and a 
helicopter attended the scene, but 


why wasn’t there a full river search 
with frogmen? The appropriate unit 
should have been sent out.” 

Finally, Mr Yorke raised an issue 
over CCTV which Bedfordshire 
Police officers said showed Felix at 
Luton Airport Parkway train station 
on the night he disappeared. 

Despite claiming that he received 
assurances that a disc with the foot¬ 
age would be sent to him, Mr Yorke 
says he has still not seen this video. 

He said: “Once we were told about 
the footage, we asked for this straight 
away, and were told a disc was being 
prepared and would be sent to us 
within a couple of days. 

“We waited one week, two weeks, 
three weeks. Then it was five weeks 


later and we received a knock on the 
door to say Felix’s body had been 
found. The footage never arrived.” 

“There are so many things that just 
don’t add up.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“Bedfordshire Police takes the issue 
of missing people seriously and has 
a dedicated unit working seven days 
a week. 

“Any report of a missing person is 
subject to an assessment which 
defines whether the missing person 
is deemed low, medium or high risk, 
which in turn determines the extent 
of the enquiries to be made. 

“In the case of Felix Yorke, who was 
reported missing on December 1, 
2012, he was deemed medium risk. 


“When we received a call about a 
suspicious incident at the River 
Great Ouse in Bedford on Friday 
November 30, 2012, officers from 
Bedfordshire Police and 
Bedfordshire Fire Service attended 
with a search boat being sent out. 

“The search took place for nearly 
six hours. Police attended the scene 
again the following morning to 
carry out a daylight search and 
examine CCTV footage but this 
again proved negative. 

“The death of Felix Yorke was a 
tragic one and we sympathise with 
his family for their loss.” 

The Yorke family is considering 
whether they will make an official 
complaint against Beds Police. 
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Campaign to quash 
18 -year jail sentence

A MAN jailed for 18 years for 
being associated with a gang 
which shot at the police during 
riots in Birmingham, is appeal¬ 
ing against his sentence. 

Wayne Collins-Taylor, 25, of 
Luton, was arrested following 
an armed ambush on officers, 
and an attack on the police heli¬ 
copter at the Barton Arms in 
Newtown on August 9, 2011. 

He was found guilty of rioting 
and reckless arson by a jury’s 
majority verdict of ten to one at 
Birmingham Crown Court in 
June last year. 

Now, he has applied to the 
Court of Appeal for leave to 
appeal against his conviction 
and sentence, and his aunt, 

Deborah Taylor, is leading a 
campaign to prove his inno¬ 
cence with support from Suresh 
Grover, who has worked with 
the Stephen Lawrence family. 

She claims that her nephew 
was wrongly convicted under 
controversial joint enterprise 
laws, where suspects are found 
guilty of a violent crime if they 
are believed to have encour¬ 
aged the main perpetrator.

On Thursday, a year to the day 
that he was convicted, his fam¬ 
ily held a protest outside Luton 
Town Hall, calling for his con¬ 
viction to be quashed and ask¬ 
ing the public to sign a petition. 

The campaign is being backed 
by Luton North Labour MP 
Kelvin Hopkins, who says he 
will present the petition to 
Parliament when it reaches 
10,000 signatures. 

On Friday Mr Hopkins said 
that he was due to meet the 
family, and supported their 
protest in principle. 

Wayne’s’ sister, Deana Collins, 
said: “Everybody that knows 
Wayne knows that he is a nice 
guy and has never ever been in 
trouble with the police before. 

“Not even rapists and killers 
get sentences like this. This is 
an unfair and disproportionate 
sentence.”

L&D ‘working’ 
on fixing patient 
discharge process 

LUTON & Dunstable Hospital has 
pledged to address concerns raised in an 
audit into its patient discharge process. 

The report, conducted by the hospital, 
revealed nine cases which had high¬ 
lighted issues with sending patients 
home. 

It was presented to Luton council last 
month as part of the authority’s review 
into hospital discharges. 

The report showed that two patients 
were sent home with a cannula (a tube 
for transporting body fluids) still intact. 

Another patient was discharged to a 
residential home with insufficient 
information given and another was sent 
home without any family members 
being notified. 

Issues were also raised about the 
provision of medication for some of the 
patients. 

A spokesman said that the hospital 
would be addressing the issues raised in 
the report, but added that the L&D was 
not under any ‘special inquiry’. 

Karen Ward, director of operations, 
said: “Luton council is carrying out an in 
depth review of the discharge of patients 
from care homes, hospitals and other 
facilities and is looking in depth at the 
arrangements that exist between hospi¬ 
tals, social services, care homes, ambu¬ 
lance agencies and other organisations. 

“The L&D submitted its discharge 
audit to Luton council to help inform 
their review. 

“Our audit covered 8,000 discharges in 
the first three months of this year and 
found nine cases which could have been 
improved. That is 0.01 per cent of cases. 

“Nine cases is nine too many and for 
that reason we are working with our 
partner organisations in the NHS and 
local authorities to help ensure that all 
our patients are discharged safely and 
with dignity and care.”

MATHS has been given a new lease of 
life with school children thanks to a 
times tables mobile phone app. 

Pupils at Caddington Village School 
have been using smartphones to exer¬ 
cise their mathematical skills and 
record their performances. 

And the app has been used to reveal 
that the hardest multiplication sum 
was 6x8, according to a databank of 
60,000 responses from 232 children 
assembled by the school. 

Mike Smith, the chair of governors at 
the school, initially developed the 
software to help his daughter learn her 
times tables but rolled it out to the 
school after seeing how quickly she 
improved. 

Pupils have been using the app since 
last year and as part of an experiment, 
classes of children aged nine to 13 
took turns in answering 20 random 
times table sums over two months. 

The results showed that 63 per cent 
got 6x8 wrong, with 60 per cent incor¬ 
rectly answering its reverse, 8x6. 

Mr Smith said: “What we wanted is 
do was to capture the answers of kids 
and there’s not something out there 


that does that. 

“The trick was to have an app that 
kids could log-in into quickly when 
they pick up the phone. Most kids 
from about eight upwards can to do 
that in about ten seconds. 

“Once we have identified the kids 
they can select a times tables to play 
and when they have finished they log¬ 
out. The answers go to our servers and 
the teachers can see the answers of 


individual kids or the whole class.” 

Sue Teague, headteacher at the 
school, said they got involved in the 
project ‘to make maths fun and more 
engaging, and obviously promote 
learning’. 

She added: “Mobile phones are the 
popular devices of choice and it’s 
something they will use more than a 
tablet or computer. I think the poten¬ 
tial is massive.”

A SCHOOL told by Ofsted 
inspectors that it needs to 
improve has launched an 
appeal against the findings. 

Barnfield South Academy 
has been downgraded from 
being a ‘good’ school to one 
that ‘requires improvement’ 
following an inspection last 
month. 

A report published by Ofsted 
on Wednesday said the quali¬ 
ty of teaching and the achieve¬ 
ment of pupils at the school 
needed improving. 

Inspectors said teachers 
were not marking work as 
regularly as they should or 
checking that students were 
acting on the advice given 
through marked work. 

They also said that assess¬ 
ments for year 7 and 8 
students were not always 
accurate and that students in 
those years did not make as 
much progress as they should. 

However, the report noted 
that the behaviour of pupils 
and leadership at the school 
was ‘good’.

There was also some praise 
on the progress being made 
by year 11 students. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Barnfield Federation, which 
runs the school, said: “I’m 
pleased to confirm that the 
key areas of leadership and 
management, pupil behav¬ 
iour and our sixth form were 
all rated to be ‘good’. 

“It was also noted that most 
students in year 11 made 
excellent progress and teach¬ 
ing is predominantly ‘good’.

She added: “It is unfortunate 
that after only one and half 
days of inspection the inspec¬ 
tors reported that they did not 
see enough outstanding 
teaching in KS2 (years 7 and

LUTON Borough Council has 
been challenged to reveal 
how much money it will 
spend meeting extra con¬ 
structions costs for the 
delayed busway project. 

Costs for the route between 
Luton and Dunstable are now 
set be resolved in a mediation 
process with the constructor 
BAM Nuttal. 

The calls have come from 
Liberal Democrat leader Cllr 


David Franks, who said it was 
‘good that at last the council 
has admitted it is negotiating 
with the contractor over who 
pays for the over-budget costs 
of construction’. 

The authority said media¬ 
tion had been ‘mutually 
agreed as a low-cost option to 
seek to avoid expensive legal 
proceedings’. 

A report in February on the 
busway said initial costs had 
risen from £51.6m to a ‘target 
cost’ of £55.7m. 

Cllr Franks said: “Right from 
the beginning, the Labour 


councillors in charge of the 
project have been in denial. 

“They’ve refused to admit 
there was ever any possibility 
of the project being delivered 
late and over budget. 

“I hope they will now come 
clean and let us all know how 
much more Council Tax pay¬ 
ers’ money they intend to 
throw at the busway nobody 
wants.” 

Labour Cllr Dave Taylor said 
the scheme would ‘deliver the 
prospect of life-changing 
opportunities for many 
people’.

Time to wave House 
of Lords into history 


F OUR years ago this 

country was mired in 
the great MPs’ 
expenses scandal. 
While it affected all political 
parties in Parliament, 
Labour was worst affected 
and rightly so, as first it is 
they who portray themselves 
as more virtuous and the 
offences were committed 
under their watch. 

Three years ago the 
Conservatives almost won 
power and formed the 
coalition with the Lib Dems. 

Among their promises was 
that they would ensure MPs 
and members of the House 
of Lords would clean up 
their act. There would also 
be reform of the House of 
Lords. 

Neither has happened and 
we are back to members of 
the two Houses allegedly 
gaining unfair advantage 
from their privileged 
position. Not only that, but 
apparently you can buy your 
way into the House of Lords. 
There is a part of me that 


feels it is impossible for some 
of these people to behave 
properly. It appears the 
arrogance is matched only 
by their greed and 
mediocrity. 

Anger by the electorate is 
giving way to despair, as it 
seems no-one can do any¬ 
thing about it. Well perhaps 
the major parties might want 
to think how this plays into 
the hands of minority 
parties such as UKIP. 

If nothing else, self- 
preservation ought to 
motivate them into action. 

And there are actions that 
could be taken on which 
they may all agree, if only 
they looked at what tends to 
happen in the real world. 

First, all accounts of all 
political parties should be 
completely open and 
donations scrutinised more 
closely. 

Second, any member of the 
House of Lords, or the House 
of Commons, who is charged 
with any matter that may 
involve criminal proceed¬ 


ings should be suspended 
from Parliament without pay 
and privileges until the mat¬ 
ter is resolved. Who cares if 
they resign the whip? 

Third, the House of Lords 
should be abolished. If we 
need a second chamber it 
can be thought through and 
agreed. 

Abolishing the House of 
Lords first will concentrate 
the minds and stop any 
impropriety immediately. 
Most of the time, it is about 
as much use as a chocolate 
teapot. 

The House of Commons is 
not much better, as all 
decisions are taken by the 
Cabinet. But at least they are 
democratically elected and 
represent we the voters. By 
and large the House of Lords 
represents no-one. 

Getting rid of it would be a 
positive and clear message 
that we do not tolerate 
corruption, especially by 
those who never have to face 
the people who pay for their 
privileged lifestyle.

Drenched in sunshine and back to their best 
- the gardens at Luton Hoo are a spectacular 
sight. This week our reporter, LAUREN 
ARCHELL, visited the famous estate to take a 
tour of the landscape that recently hosted a 
team from the BBC’s The Apprentice show 


IF it's good enough for Alan 
Sugar’s lot, it’s certainly good 
enough for me. 

If you are a regular viewer of 
The Apprentice, you may 
have seen Luton Hoo make 
an appearance on this week’s 
show as the winning team 
were treated to a spa day. 

So imagine my excitement 
when I was invited on a tour 
of the famous estate by head 
gardener Keith Hersey, who 
has tended the lanscape for 
32 years. 

Keith, who born and bred in 
the town and attended 
Stopsley High School, started 
work at Luton Hoo straight 
from agricultural college as a 
teenager - and has remained 
there ever since. 

He began working on the 
farm that once formed part of 
the original estate, before 
becoming head gardener 
back in 1993. 

Keith now leads the team of 
gardeners involved in a 
10-year restoration and con¬ 
servation project to bring the 
1,065-acre estate back to its 
former glory after being 
transformed from a stately 
home into a luxury hotel. 

Listening to Keith talk, it is 


clear he is very proud of the 
transformation of the estate 
over the last ten years. 

“I’m very lucky I’ve seen 
this estate have two lives. 

“At one point there were 
only two of us looking after 
the gardens which was an 
impossible task. 

“The estate looks incredible 
now and it has taken a lot of 
hard work.” 

The original site was 
designed by famous land¬ 
scape gardener Capability 
Brown, who was responsible 
for more than 170 gardens 
surrounding some of Britain’s 
finest stately homes and 
country estates. 

Over the last ten years, Elite 
Hotels, which now runs the 


estate has embarked on a 
10-year painstaking restora¬ 
tion and conservation project 
to restore many of Brown’s 
still visible 18th century 
designs to their former glory 

Specialist landscape archi¬ 
tects and historians have 
been hired to research the 
estate using old plans, maps 
and paintings of Luton Hoo. 

Brown’s layout was designed 
to enhance the superb rural 
setting, and particularly 
exploit the beautiful valley 
running from the mansion 
house towards the River Lea. 

His main task was to show 
off Luton Hoo’s four most 
important categories of views 
- from the windows of the 
mansion, from other

Uninspiring animation flick 
fade from the memory 



FILM REVIEW 

EPIC (U) 

Directed by Chris Wedge 


‘GENERIC' would be a more fitting 
title to the latest animation off the 
Hollywood conveyor belt - with no 
originality worthy of the film's 
name. 

It’s perfectly watchable fare for a 
family outing at your local multi¬ 
plex, but this is uninspiring stuff 
that brings absolutely nothing new 
to the genre - and will become a 
distant memory once Monsters 
University and Despicable Me 2 are 
unleashed. 

When mourning teenager Mary 
Katherine, also known as MK, 
(played by Amanda Seyfried) tries 
to bond with her reclusively eccen¬ 
tric father (fason Sudeikis) after the 
death of her mother, she’s trans¬ 
ported into a magical forest world 
in a battle between good and evil - 
a universe her nutty-tagged Dad 
has dedicated his life to finding. 

After the death of Queen Tara 
(Beyonce Knowles), the now pint- 
sized MK - with the help of warrior 
Ronin (Colin Farrell) and the rogu¬ 
ish Nod Qosh Hutcherson) - has to 
protect the leaf people and the life 
essence of the forest (carried in the 
form of a pod) from the grasp of the 
putrefying Boggans, and leader 
Mandrake (multi-time Oscar- 
winner Christoph Waltz). 

And the problem is that’s about it. 
Everything is paint-by-numbers 
stuff that even pales compared to 
recent sub-par animation fare like 
Ice Age 4 and Rise of the Guardians 
- and that’s coming from the direc¬ 



tor of the first Ice Age, Chris Wedge. 

It’s a lusciously-beautiful watch at 
times in 3D, but - bar decently- 
voiced turns from Farrell and Waltz 
- the characters aren’t memorable 
enough to really draw you into this 
magical world, that has been done 
so much better in similar efforts 


like A Bug’s Life and Antz. 

And with the story lacking any 
ingenuity whatsoever - despite 
having a cute three-legged dog, 
snail and slug for intermittent 
comic relief - don’t expect this 
barely passable flick to linger in the 
memory for too long.

“In the second year there will be lots of 
taster events taking place which will put the 
ideas into practice to see what works. 

“It could be that we host gigs and theatre 
performances, it could be that we have late 
night openings - it could be that people 
don’t really want this building to remain as 
a museum.”

LUTON Town manager John Still must wince 
every time he receives his phone bill. For as 
soon as he has worked his wit on one potential 
suitor then another will pop up either want¬ 
ing to buy or sell. 

The Blue Square Bet Premier may just have 
found it’s answer to Harry Redknapp or even 
Derek Trotter. For the sake of the Hatters how¬ 
ever, they will hope that the quality of Still’s 
new recruits are more 24 carat gold than a 
bunch of plonkers as the latter would so kindly 
phrase it. 

As the late April sunshine in Southport sub¬ 
sided, setting on a patchy season for Town, Still 
was already murmuring words of a battle plan 
for the summer transfer window. 

As content as he was to pay lip service to the 
players that had served the club during a 
tumultuous 2012/13 campaign, his mind was 
already wandering forward to the changes that 
he was hoping would transform Town from 
perennial under-achievers to conquerors. 

In truth, Still’s reconstructive work had start¬ 
ed a month before the league finale as he 
showed the door to several bit-part Hatters 
including last season’s top scorer Stuart 
Fleetwood. Nevertheless, the former 
Dagenham boss knows this summer could be 
the start of Luton’s return to prominence after 
four seasons of non-league obscurity. 

Despite finishing in their lowest league posi¬ 
tion since losing their Football League status 
in 2009 and a massive 28 points off eventual 
champions Mansfield Town, several bookmak¬ 
ers feel the Kenilworth Road side are making 
good strides under Still and place them as sec¬ 
ond favourites for the title come next Spring. 

If the Hatters players have any sense, they 
will concentrate on the job in hand before 
believing the hype because there is a signifi¬ 
cant amount of work for Long John Still-ver (I 
am sure I saw Still referred to this some¬ 
where. .. if not - here’s a new nickname) to do to 
turn this wayward ship around. 

Mark Tyler, who signed a one-year extension 
just three weeks ago despite saying on record 
that he felt last season had been his worst at 
the club since he joined, thinks the league will 
be a lot less troublesome next season. Famous 
last words. 

Luton’s own fate can only be determined 
largely on how they perform throughout the 
nine months of the league campaign but with 
the face-lift that the squad so desperately 
needed well underway, who knows? This could 
finally be the season. 

Luton’s plight in the fifth tier of the English 
footballing pyramid is identifiable with fans of 
other teams believing their destiny awaits 
them. From the failing Cardiff City sides that 
perished in the final knockings of season after 
Championship season to Liverpool who 
thought a 19th league title was just around the 
corner, nothing is handed to you in football. 

The Hatters’ large reputation has counted for 
very little whilst battling the fast-paced and at 
times poor quality football of the Blue Square 
Bet Premier. With the pressure off Town after 
such a subdued league season, Still’s men 


would have been happier to face the challenge 
of promotion as a dark horse rather than being 
thrust into the limelight as a leading contender 
again. 

Maybe Still can ground the expectations and 
focus their minds in order to finally deliver the 
success they have craved since having their 
league status near enough revoked by the 
harsh penalties of the FA. 

With the departure of the likes of the afore¬ 
mentioned Fleetwood, fans favourite James 
Dance and inconsistent Hungarian power¬ 
house Janos Kovacs, Still set his stall out early 
and made the tough decisions to clear the 
deadwood and refresh an ailing and under- 
performing squad. Now it is time to see if the 
63-year-old’s replacements will cut the mus¬ 
tard. 

The standout coup thus far has been former 
Hull City striker Mark Cullen. The 21-year-old, 
who scored on his full Tigers debut in a 2-2 
draw with Wigan when the Humberside club 
last graced the Premier League, said he was 
impressed with Still’s desire to bring him to 
the club and thus made the decision to drop 
down to the Conference on a permanent basis. 

On paper Cullen looks an astute buy and 
could form a deadly partnership with Andre 
Gray. A meagre total of just four goals in a four- 
month loan spell with relegated Stockport 
County could give the cynics some fuel to sug¬ 
gest he may not have what it takes to fire Town 
out of non-league but let’s not forget, through 
Dave Martin and Jake Howells will come tre¬ 
mendous service that the former Hull man 
should thrive on. Nevertheless he will need to 
get off to a good start after a nomadic three- 
year career traipsing through the lower leagues 
looking for the right club. 

With the attack bolstered, Still’s other addi¬ 
tions give the squad depth but a couple could 


prove a gamble. The signing of 22-year-old 
goalkeeper Elliot Justham from Ryman League 
Premier Division side East Thurrock lines up a 
replacement for the released Dean Brill and he 
will need to chip into all of Tyler’s experience 
as the former Peterborough United man’s 
understudy. Histon pair Jim Stevenson and 
Danny Fitzsimons and Southport duo Andrew 
Parry and Shaun Whalley make up Town’s sex¬ 
tet of summer swoops to date and it is almost 
certain there will be more. To be honest, there 
needs to be. 

One particular problem in Luton’s lacklustre 
last campaign came through a lack of aware¬ 
ness at set pieces but there was also the absence 
of a real leader with experience. The January 
signing of Fleetwood Town freebie Steve 
McNulty filled that void to a certain degree but 
at times when the going got tough last season 
the players needed a steady head to calm the 
nerves and pave the rockiness. Still’s recent 
acquisitions will no doubt have a common 
nous on the ball but with all of them under the 
age of 25, that leader in the middle of the park 
has still not been procured. 

The bite that Arnaud Mendy and Jonathan 
Smith failed to deliver has seen the former 
deemed surplus to requirements at Kenilworth 
Road. 

Any early predictions on the Hatters’ future 
form are rather premature with barely a month 
gone in pre-season and plenty of time for ol’ 
Stilly to wave his magic wand and pick up his 
phone to tempt a few more diamond geezers to 
help the Luton cause. 

Maybe the FA Cup money from last season 
can assist in adding one or two more decent 
names and completing the squad to finally 
achieve their potential and leap back into the 
Football League after a five-year exile. You just 
never know with Luton Town.

MATT Robinson was living out of hotel 
rooms when he first joined Luton Town 
last summer but he has now been 
rewarded with a new contract at the 
Hatters. 

The 19-year-old midfielder admitted 
that life was tough when he first arrived 
at Kenilworth Road following his release 
from home town club Leicester City, but 
he can now look ahead to a bright future. 

He made 14 appearances for Luton last 
season, with half of those coming in the 
final seven matches of the campaign 
under new manager John Still. 

His performances clearly impressed the 
boss who has handed him a fresh deal 
until 2015 and that time without a home 
when he first arrived in South 
Bedfordshire must now seem like it was 
all worthwhile. 

“I had lived in Leicester for my whole 
life and played for them for my whole 
life,” said Robinson. “It was going to be a 
big change but change is a part of life. 

“That’s something I had to learn the 
hard way, I was living by myself and liv¬ 
ing out of a hotel room.

“If you don’t have faith in yourself then 
nobody else will.” 

Still gave Robinson a regular chance 
when he had earlier been restricted to a 
bit part role for the Hatters, and he 
bagged his first goal in senior football in 
the 3-1 victory over Southport on the 
final day of the season. 

“It’s probably been the happiest time of 
my life playing football,” he said. 

“If you look back on those games, the 
crowd were electric. To top it off with 
scoring my first goal was a very big high.” 
Robinson said that being handed a new 
deal was ‘overwhelming’ and he is now 
aiming to kick on and help the Hatters to 
a long overdue promotion back to the 
Football League.
